WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
' United States intends to sell 14 more 
Patriot missile batteries to Saudi 
Arabia in yet another move to shore 
up the oi f-rich kingdom’s military 
defenses, Pentagon sources said Fri- 
day. 

The $3.3 billion- sale, if approved 
-by Congress, includes an arsenal of 
700 surface-to-air missiles for the 
■ systems, said the sourccs. who s poke. 
on condition of anonymity. 

The sale is in addition to eight Pa- 
triot systems that were approved by 
Congress earlier this year. Those are 
scheduled for delivery in 1992 or 
1993. 

In September, the administration 
shipped two Patriot missile batteries 
to die desert kingdom when tensions- 
rose over U.N. inspections of Iraqi 
weapons systems.
